| REPLY TO MURDER CHARGE. 

‘In view of the allegations made by: the 
four suspended Scottish Labouy members 
[regarding the supply of milk to nursing’ 
mothers ind the effect of its withdrawal 
on infantile mortality, a statement’ made 
by Dr, A. K. Chalmers, Medical Officer 
of Health, for.
